There are 185 people here all summer, but only twenty-seven of us keep the station running 
through the long, dark winter.

NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: How 

did you get started ice fishing? 

TOM GRUENWALD: It started with 

the mystique of what's underneath 

the ice and how fish survive in that 
frozen water. When I was young, my 
neighbors took me ice fishing and I caught a couple of 
perch, and from that point forward I was hooked. 


Does your butt get cold on the ice? 

Well, I don’t sit on the ice, that’s for sure. We set up a 
shack with a woodstove on the frozen lake and use it as a 
home base. Then we take little portable shelters and wan- 
der off to find the spots where the fish are. 


How do you cut a hole in the ice? 

When the ice isn't really thick, you can just chip a hole 
with a chisel. Otherwise, 
you use an auger [similar | 
to a big drill]. 


What are the shacks 
(right) like? 

Some people have huge, 
two-story shacks, with 
beds, refrigerators, and 
TVs. They eut a trap door or a hole in the floor 
and drill a hole into the ice through that (right).
